Welfare Meet 


New problem of “latchkey” 
children is being faced in all 
parts of Canada as a result of 
war conditions and the problem 
calls for watchfulness, if great 
national harm is to be avoided, 
Dr. George F. Davidson, Ottawa, 
executive director of the Can- 
adian Welfare Council, stated 
here Monday. 
Dr. Davidson was discussing 
problems of social welfare at a 
meeting of the executive of the 
Council of Social Agencies in Ed- 


monton, and directors of the Ed- 
monton Community chest, held in 
the Macdonald hotel 

The “latchkey” children are the 
children of fathers in the armed 
se--ices and mothers who are do- 
ine war work 

“The child is given.a latchkey of 
the home and has to forage for 
h elf as for food,” Dr. Davidson 
ev jained 

\'e must pay particular atten-| 
tic) to child welfare at this time 


as there is a tendency toward juv-

ditions 


SCME PROBLEMS 

A few of the “transient prob- 
lems" facing Canada at the present 
time, listed by Dr. Davidson, in- 
clude: Fatigue of working women 
who have too much to do with war 
jobs and work at home combined; 
bed housing conditions and reduc- 
ed nutritional standards in many 
cases with the death rate from tu- 
berculosis rising in eight of the 
nine provinces, including Alberta. 
Dr. Davidson urged that camps and 
playgrounds for the children be 
maintained at all costs 

Much confusion still exists in the 
public mind concerning welfare 
work. People still confuse it with 
unemployment relief and the giv 
ing of relief to keep people alive. 
“Public welfare goes much beyond 
that,” Dr. Davidson said 


OFFSETS IMPRESSION 

To offset the impression there is 
“nothing more to do,” it was poini- 
ed out that providing for British 
guest children was done largely 
through public welfare agencies 
Then there is the administration of 
dependents’ allowances, administira- 
tion of the dependents’ board of 
trustees and the operation of day 
nurseries. These are all matters 
for either public or private welfare 
agencies 

Edmonton has done remarkably 
well in the field of social welfare 
Di.

Farm Income 


The Bureau of Statistics calculates 
that during the first nine months of this 
year the cash income of Canadian farmers 
reached a total of $671,400,000. This is 
1°.6 per cent more than for the whole of 
last year, and 37.7 per cent more than for 
the corresponding period of 1941. 

Sales of live stock and stock products 
brought the farmers $475,000,000, against 
$°39,300,000 for the first three-quarters 
of last year. Of this gain of $106,000,000, 
dairy products yielded $44,000,000, while 
rece'nts from hogs were up $29,800,000. 

The bad spot in the report is the 
prairie region, Saskatchewan farm in- 
come showed a drop of $19,000,000, and 
while Manitoba and Alberta registered 
gains, these did not make up the Sas- 
katchewan shortage, leaving the three 
provinces as a group with a decrease of 
around $12,000,000. Late harvest was of 
course the big factor in producing this ad- 
verse showing. Not much prairie grain had 
been marketed by the end of September. 

Taken together however the _ three 
prairie provinces show a gain of $37,000,- 
000 over the income for the first nine 
months of 1940, when harvesting and 
early marketing were much more normal 
than this year.

Canada’s Senior Bank 


Newspaper readers all over Canada, 
and particularly the thousands of Victory 
Loan workers, will be interested to note 
that Mr. G. W. Spinney, chairman of the 
Wartime Finance Committee, has been 
elected President of the Bank of Montreal. 
He succeeds Mr. Huntly R. Drummond, 
who becomes chairman of the board of 
directors. 

At the 125th annual .meeting of the 
Bank at Montreal on Monday, the high of- 
ficials were able to report “the Bank in a 
stronger position than ever before.’”’ War 
conditions had caused a shrinkage in com- 
mercial loans, while increased taxation 
and low interest rates—which the officials 
commended—compelled a reduction in the 
dividend. But, because of its strong posi- 
tion, “the earnings of the Bank remain rea- 
sonably satisfactory.”

On His Own 


Mr. Anthony Eden assured the: mem- 
bers of parliament at London that Britain 
was not a party to Admiral Darlan’s nom- 
ination of himself as chief of state in 
North Africa and custodian of colonial 
France in general, So far as the British 
authorities were concerned the Admiral 
went ahead under his own steam, with no 
promises of preferment when the fighting 
is over and France is re-established. 

President Roosevelt some time ago de- 
fined the position of Admiral] Darlan as 
“temporary” only, involving no commit- 
ment to support him as the outstanding 
representative of France when the day for 
settlement comes along. General Eisen- 
hower was equally guarded in the state- 
ment of congratulation which he address- 
ed to the people of North Africa and to 
Admiral Darlan “on the manner in which 
they have rallied to our cause in order to 
Save France.” 

The reason for these explanations is 
apprehension on the part of General de 
Gaulle and his associates. They do not 
trust Darlan, and they suspect that he is 
angling for Allied support in becoming the 
big man of France in post-war days, 
There is nothing in the Darlan record to 
bar this supposition. 

It cannot be pleasant for the Admiral 
to note the assurances being given by Al- 
lied leaders that they are only accepting 
his assistance, not bargaining for it. The 
less pleasant because he has little choice in 
the matter, With Laval in the saddle he 
had nothing to hope for from the Axis, 
He can have little doubt now about his fate 
should the gestapo ever get hold of him. 

If the Allies win, France will choose its 
own political chiefs and settle the respec- 
tive places of Darlan and de Gaulle in the 
national life. If the Allies should lose, the 
future of neither would be enviable. They 
had better stop squabbling and put their 
all into the fight to make sure the Allies 
will win and France regain its freedom,

Eighteen warships were sunk = or 
severely damaged in the historic “act of 
infamy”, including 8 of the 17 United 


States battleships. In addition 177 navy 
and army planes were destroyed, 2,543 
Sailors and soldiers killed, with 960 miss- 
ing, and 1,172 wounded. Treachery seem- 
ed to pay big dividends that Sunday morn- 
ing, while Japan’s ambassadors of peace 
talked with Mr. Cordell Hull. 

But they were dividends of error as 
well as of shame. The authors know that 
now, and so do their accomplices in Eur- 
ope. The foul blow was supposed to 
knock the United States helpless. Instead, 
it brought the nation into the war fighting 
mad, from the President down. In Mr. 
Churchill’s words, “What kind of people” 
did the instigators of the outrage think our 
neighbors were? 

The damaged ships have been repaired. 
New ones have been added. More planes, 
and bigger and better planes, are being 
turned out of United States plants every 
week than were lost at Pearl Harbor. In 
Macassar Strait, off Midway, in the Coral 
Sea, in the Solomons channels, the Japan- 
ese navy has suffered far more losses 
than the Hawaiian fleet did in the surprise 
attack a year ago. 

In ships, planes and men, Japanese 
losses are running, and have been running 
for months, in the ratio of five to one. And 
the ratio of new construction against them 
is more than five to one. Pearl Harbor 
was an “act of infamy”, but it was also an 
act of lunacy. .

years, 

Premier Aberhart’s statement fol- 
lows: 

I have noted recently that the 
public is being told a great deal 
about “full employment” being the 
supreme objective of our post-war 
order. They refuse to make any 
allowance whatever for leisure time, 
culture or meditation. I wonder why 


they take such a rigid stand as that | 


in this enlightened age? 

As I reflect upon the state of 
affairs which existed before the 
war, 1 recall that in practically 


every country there was a huge un- 
employment problem. During those 
years, economists, politicians and 
financiers were all concentrating on 
what they called “curing unemploy- 
But only in one country did 
they make a complete job of it. That 
was in Nazi Germany under Hitler. 
He found work for about eight 
million unemployed. Where prev- 
jous governments had failed miser- 


‘ably to cure the German unemploy- 


ment problem, Hitler and his gang 
dealt with it rather summarily, but 
effectively, in a very short time 
They did it by the simple method 
of mass regimentation. The people 
became the mere creatures of the 
state. They were put to work build- 
ing military highways: goose-step- 
ping up and down parade grounds: 
building munition factories, and 
factories to turn out uniforms by the 
millions, and war planes by the 
The entire country was

Great as were the achieve- 
ments of that wonderful period 
they are as nothing compared to 
the opportunities we have at our 
command today. “The glory which 
was found in Greece” was made 
possible by its slave labor of per- 
haps four or five slaves to a fam- 
ily. On the North American con 
tinent alone we have at our dis- 
posal the equivalent of over fifty 
slaves each to do the bidding of 
every man, woman and child, and 
what's more, they are mechanical 
They neve: tire nor rebel.

S. H. Logan, President, Portrays Allies Great 


War Strength to 


At the Annual Meeting of the 
Sharcholders of The Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, held in the 
Head Office of the Bank in the 
City of Toronto December 8th, 
Mr. S. 1. Logan, President, and 
Mr. A. E, Arscott, General Man- 
ager, presented the Annual State- 
ment of the Bank's operations in 
the past year, together with a 
review of Business Conditions, 
Mr. Arscott’s address to the meet- 
ing follows: 


The Annual Statement presented to 
you to-~lay follows the completion of 
seventy-five years of our banking 
history. The Bank opened its doors 
in May, 1867, a few weeks before 
Confederation. As the economic life 
of the Dominion developed this Bank 
continued to share to the full in the 
expansion. In every section of 
Canada it has had an important part 
in the laying of the foundations of 
this country’s prosperity and has at 
all times kept pace with new require- 
ments as they have arisen. It has been 
said, without exaggeration, that the 
history of this Bank is part of the 
history of the Dominion. 

Total Assets of the Bank at 
$886,660,000 show an increase over 
last year of $125,253,000. 

Total Quick Assets are $591,303,- 
000, or 70.79 per cent. of the Bank’s 
‘Total Liabilities to the Public, Our 
Cash Reserves included in the Quick 
Assets are $147,966,000, represented 
mainly by Notes of and Deposits with 
the Bank of Canada, and Notes of, 
Cheques on and Deposits with Other 
Banks, being the equivalent of 17.71 
nt cent: of Total Liabilities to the 
*ublic: 

Dominion and Provincial Securities 
maturing within two years stand at 
$252,701,000, an increase compared 
with last year of $153,463,000. 

The balance of our Portfolio is 
composed of Other Dominion and 
Provincial Securities totalling $119,- 
779,000, Canadian Municipal Securi- 
ties $5,847,000, Public Securities 
other than Canadian, chiefly United 
States Treasury obligations, $28,799,- 
000 and Other Bonds, Débentures 
and Stocks $9,823,000. 

Current Loans and Discounts in 
Canada at $212,516,000 show a 
decrease of $36,609,000. ‘This change 
is largely accounted for by reduced 
credit requirements of customers due 
to liquidation of inventories, which 
are becoming increasingly difficult to 
replace and, to some extent, by the 
Government regulations of Consumer 
Credit which have reduced time sales | 
and in consequence have placed 
general sales volume toa larger extent | 
on a cash basis with the result that 
customers of the Bank affected do not 
require to borrow so heavily to carry 
their Accounts Receivable. 
say, however, that since the end of 
our year the Loans have shown a good 
increase, represented by advances 
made to finance the heavy crops 
harvested this fall. 

Total Deposits at $792,559,000 are 
the highest in the history of the Bank. 
‘The increase for the year was $124,-

Accordingly, we are in this unusual 
situation—a greatly reduced supply 
of civilian goods and a much larger 
purchasing power.

instead of saving, such pressure would | 
|be exerted upon the price control 
system that even complete rationing 
of commodities might not prove 
effective. 

There is, however, a safe and profit- 
able outlet for this surplus income, 
namely, in greater public investment in 
Victory Loan Bonds and War Savings 
rk se pe Though a large market 
for these securities has been developed, 
it can be extended much further afield 
through greater investment by those 
who enjoy the major share of the 
national income, and, also by those 
with accumulated savings through 
their conversion into Dominion Gov- 
ernment Bonds and Certificates which, 
[ would emphasize, are liquid, readily- 
realizable securities of the highest 
character:

CANADA'S CONTRIBUTION TO 
ALLIED GAUSE 
Canada's armament achievements 
are also outstanding. This country 
has become the third largest arsenal of 
the United Nations. This remarkable 
transformation, from one of the coun- 
tries most poorly-equipped for war 
to a position of major importance as 
a source of war supplies for all the 
| battle fronts, was possible of achieve- 
}ment only by utilizing industrial 
management to the fullest possible 
}extent and by converting industry to 
| tasks never previously undertaken, as 
well as by the most careful distribu- 
tion of available raw materials: 


The total ontput of combat equip-' 
ment of practically every type, includ- 
ing guns, tanks, ships, planes and 
| ammunition of all kinds 1s now three 
times greater than a year ago. Some 
individual production records are 
especially noteworthy, such as an 
expansion of nearly 100 per cent. in 
mechanical transport and one of even 
greater proportions (in certain types 
almost 200 per cent.) in ships, air- 
craft, shells, bombs, explosives an 
other munitions. The output of tanks, 
armoured vehicles, guns and small 
arms rose about tenfold, although it 
is to be noted that part of this equip- 
ment was made in only small quan- 
tities last year. Less than one-third 
of Canada’s armament is required for 
the hundreds of thousands of men in 
her armed forces, the balance going 
to our Allies. Thus, Canada has this 
year contracted to furnish the United 
States with war supplies valued at 
nearly 900 million dallars, in addition 
to providing large quantities to 
Britain, other Empire countries and 
Russia: 

The war machine of the Allies is 
now almost fully geared for action: 
But, while its employment must be 
left to political, military and naval 
strategists, civilians must be depended 
upon to keep it well manned and 
adequately supplied with all the 
materials it requires. Indeed, civilian 
responsibility in this war is of increase 
ingly vital importance, so important 
that the manner in which that re- 
sponsibility is met will ages the differs 
ence between an early and a late 
victory. We take it for granted that 
our armed forces will meet the severe 
conditions of this war with courage 
and self-sacrifice. They, in turn, 
expect the same qualities from every 
worker, business man and govern- 
ment official on the home fronts, The 
armies of Germany, Japan and Italy 
launched their war by attacks on 
civilians; Let us as civilians bring 
defeat to these aggressors by steady 
and full time work and all the finan- 
cial support of which we are capable: 


CANADIAN INCOME TAX 

I turn now to a subject. which, 
though related to what I have already 
said, is more strictly of domestic 
interest, namely, a change in our 

resent income tax system, which I 
xelieve would help civilian morale 
in this country. 

Before the outbreak of war, and, 
in fact, until the year 1941, the 
income tax in Canada, while sub- 
stantial, stood at a level where this 
perpetual indebtedness to the Govern- 
ment did not in most cases cause any 
serious concern or difficulty either to 
the taxpayer during his lifetime or to 
his estate at his death. That situa- 
tion has, however, changed mater- 
ially. 

The Dominion Budget, brought 
down in June this year, imposed a 
very sharp increase in the scale of 
income tax and made this retroactive 
to the beginning of the calendar year: 

The effect of these changes is that 
individual taxpayers will not have 
liquidated their taxes on 1942 income 
until July or August 1943, by which 
time they will already be in debt to 
the Government for the taxes due on 
the incomes they have received during 
the first seven or cight months of that 
year, or approximately two-thirds of 
the total taxes for which they will 
eventually be responsible,

One sil- 
ver chevron will be worn by 
officers and other ranks who en- 
listed during the first year of 
the war, with a black one for 
each year of later service, 

The chevrons will be worn with 
the point uppermost on the left 
forearm of the unifprm, and will 
be supplied free by the army to} 
active and home defence soldiers 
alike, They will not be worn over-
